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PREFACE 


This document is one of a series which presents the first edition of the Australian Standard Classification of 
Occupations (ASCO). This new classification is the product of an extensive work programme undertaken 
by a joint project team from the Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS), the then Department of Employment 
and Industrial Relations (DEIR), now the new Department of Employment, Education and Training (DEET). 


In the 1970s it became clear that the classifications of occupations then in use in Australia suffered from a 
number of deficiencies which led to widespread criticism, as for example in the Norgard Report on Review 
of the Commonwealth Employment Service (June 1973) and the Crawford Report on Structural Adjustment 
(March 1979). Against this background, DEIR and the ABS established a joint project in 1978 to develop a 
new standard classification of occupations. 


Research into the needs of the user community and consideration of relevant conceptual issues led to the 
conclusion that the structure of the new classification should be based on ‘kind of work’, defined in terms of 
skill level and skill specialisation. The ASCO structure identifies 1079 occupations covering all jobs in the 
Australian economy. These occupations were identified and described on the basis of an extensive field 
work programme involving on-the-job observation, and on the basis of advice from trade unions, employer 
organisations and industry associations. 


ASCO is being progressively introduced into ABS collections. The first major collections to use ASCO 
were the Labour Force Survey, Survey of Employee Earnings and Hours and the 1986 Census of 
Population and Housing. The Department of Immigration, Local Government and Ethnic Affairs (DILGEA) 
has adopted ASCO for use in the processing of all visa and immigration applications from 1 July 1989. 


The Commonwealth Employment Service (CES) is committed to adopting the ASCO First Edition 
classification for the listing of all job applicants and vacancies. This is planned to occur in 1991. The 
National Occupational Health and Safety Commission (Worksafe Australia) has adopted ASCO as part of 
the National Data Set for Compensation-based Statistics. ASCO is now widely used by public and private 
sector organisations in the reporting of data on employment injuries. The Affirmative Action Agency 
recommends ASCO for use by companies in reporting on progress in the implementation of affirmative 
action programs. Many companies have adopted ASCO as the basis of their human resource 
management systems. 


The background work leading to the final definition of this important new classification would not have been 
possible without the co-operation and assistance of many organisations and individuals. Those who have 
assisted are too numerous by far to list individually, but the ABS and DEET would like to express their 
appreciation of organisations of industry and commerce, trades unions and other employee representative 
organisations, State and Commonwealth Government departments and instrumentalities, higher education 
institutions, community organisations, academics and many private individuals. 


This publication will be revised periodically to reflect changes in the tasks performed in different 
occupations, the evolution of new occupations and the disappearance of others. It is hoped that feedback 
from the user community will be a significant source of information to enable the ASCO Occupation 
Definitions to continue to reflect the composition of jobs in the Australian economy.

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THE PURPOSE AND USE OF THIS PUBLICATION 


This publication is designed as a companion volume to the ASCO Statistical Classification, (ABS Cat. No. 
1222.0). It completes the definition of the ASCO First Edition Structure by providing definitions of the 1079 
occupations which constitute the fourth level of the classification. As such, reference to this document may 
be made as a result of using the ASCO Statistical Classification. 


The two volumes together contain exactly the same structure and definitions as presented in the ASCO 
Dictionary (AGPS Cat. No. 85 1291 0, 1987). However, the ABS publications present the material in a 
different format which is more suitable for statistical applications. In addition, the two ABS publications 
contain a Keyword Index of Structure Titles which is organised differently from the index contained in the 
ASCO Dictionary. This index is designed to facilitate the resolution of queries which arise in the 
occupation coding process. 


This publication, Occupation Definitions, presents all occupations in numerical order of ASCO code. If you 
do not know the ASCO code for the occupation or occupations you are interested in, one or more of the 
following methods may be of assistance: 


1) Use the classification structure on pages 9-17 to determine firstly the most appropriate major group, 
then minor group, unit group and finally occupation code. The occupation level structure for each 
major group is printed at the beginning of the definitions for the major group concerned. 


2) Use the Keyword Index of Structure Titles to determine all occupation titles which may be relevant. 
This approach is likely to be particularly useful if you are interested in finding definitions of all 
occupations which primarily use a certain piece of equipment or type of material. For example, if you 
wished to obtain information about all occupations involving working with machinery or plant and 
wood, you would look under ‘wood’, ‘plant’ and ‘machine’ and find a range of occupations in Major 
Groups 4, 7 and 8. Care should be exercised, however, since there may be other relevant 
occupations whose titles do not contain any of these words. 


3) Use the Coding Indexes provided in the ASCO Manual Coding System (ABS Cat. Nos. 1225.0 or 
1227.0) or use the ASCO Expert Coding System to determine the correct ASCO codes for natural 
language occupation titles or descriptions. 
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PROFILE OF THE ASCO STRUCTURE 


The structure of ASCO has four levels: 
major group 
minor group 
unit group 
occupation. 


Major Groups are: 
the broadest level of the classification 
denoted by 1-digit codes 
distinguished from each other on the basis of skill level. 


There are 8 Major Groups. 


Minor Groups are: 
subdivisions of the major groups 
denoted by 2-digit codes (the relevant major group code, plus an additional digit) 
distinguished from other minor groups in the same major group on the basis of broadly stated skill 
specialisation. 


There are 52 Minor Groups. 


Unit Groups are: 

. Subdivisions of the minor groups 
denoted by 4-digit codes (the relevant minor group code, plus 2 additional digits) 
distinguished from other unit groups in the same minor group on the basis of a finer degree of skill 
specialisation. 


There are 282 Unit Groups. 


Occupations are: 

. Subdivisions of the unit groups 
denoted by 6-digit codes (the relevant unit group code, plus a hyphen and 2 additional digits) 
distinguished from other occupations in the same unit group on the basis of detailed skill level and 
specialisation 
sets of jobs which involve the performance of a common set of tasks. 


There are 1079 Occupations. 


The following example illustrates these conventions:

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SUMMARY OF THE ASCO CRITERIA 


The structure of ASCO is based on kind of work, defined in terms of two criteria - skill level and skill 
specialisation. 


SKILL LEVEL 
The skill level of an occupation is a function of the range and complexity of the set of tasks involved. 


It is measured by the amount of formal education, on-the-job training and previous experience usually 
necessary for the satisfactory performance of the set of tasks. Formal education consists of three types - 
primary, secondary and tertiary education. Secondary education is measured as the combined total of 
years of primary and secondary schooling. Tertiary education is divided into categories consistent with 
those recognized by the Australian Council of Awards in Advanced Education and the Technical and 
Further Education Advisory Council. 


On-the-job training is defined as training received after employment in the job and is measured in weeks, 
months or years. 


Previous experience for a given occupation is defined as the number of years of experience gained in 
other occupations which contribute to the satisfactory performance of the set of tasks. 


SKILL SPECIALISATION 
This criterion is used to group occupations according to type, rather than level, of skill. 
It is measured by: 
field of knowledge; 
tools or equipment used; 
materials worked on; 
goods or services produced. 
(1) Field of knowledge 
This variable indicates the subject matter which is essential to the tasks performed. 
(2) Tools or equipment used 
This variable indicates the plant, machinery or hand tools used in the performance of the tasks. 
The terms ‘plant’, ‘machinery’ and ‘hand tools’ are defined as follows: 
plant - mobile or stationary equipment, which is large in size, performs several related functions, and 
is usually controlled by an internally located operator; 
machinery - usually stationary equipment, which is not as_ large as plant, performs one processing 
function and is usually controlled by an externally located operator; 
hand tools - equipment which is small enough to be moved and operated by one person. 
(3) Materials worked on 


This variable indicates the materials which are processed, refined or fabricated as an essential part of the 
tasks performed. 


(4) Goods or services produced 


This variable indicates the goods or services which are produced as a result of the tasks performed. 
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RESERVED CODES 


Occupation and unit group codes in ASCO end in odd digits to allow for future expansion without need for 
substantial re-numbering. 


Certain codes are reserved for residual categories and for supervisory and trainee occupations. 
Reserved Codes for Residual Categories 
A set of codes is reserved for residual categories at the minor group, unit group and occupation levels. 
These categories cover elements not included in substantive categories at various levels in the 
classification. 
The reserved codes are: 
MSuu-oo at minor group level 
Mm99-0o0 at unit group level 
Mmuu-99 at occupation level 
(where Mmuu is the unit group code and Mmuu-oo the occupation code) 
Most groups in ASCO contain a number of substantive subsets at the next lower level. Each subset was 
created by selecting occupations or groups of occupations which are similar in terms of the classification 
criteria. In many cases, however, some occupations remain which have nothing in common except that 
they all belong to the same broader group. As a result, the substantive subsets together do not correspond 
to the entire group. For example, not everything in the Minor Group 
82 Agricultural Labourers and Related Workers 
is covered by the substantive Unit Groups 
8201 Farm Hands and Assistants 
8203 Forestry Labourers 
and 


8205 Nursery and Garden Labourers. 


Consequently categories have been created to cover the remaining elements. These are called ‘residual 
categories’. In the above example, the residual Unit Group 


8299 Other Agricultural Labourers and Related Workers 
was Created to cover the balance of Minor Group 82. 
ASCO uses several terms to indicate residual categories - ‘miscellaneous’ at the minor group level, ‘other’ 
at the unit group level, and ‘nec’ (for ‘not elsewhere classified’) at the occupation level. Residual 


categories are less homogeneous than other groups at the same level. They are included in the structure 
only where necessary to ensure complete coverage of all relevant occupations. 
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There are five reserved codes at Minor Group level: 


29 Miscellaneous Professionals 

39 Miscellaneous Para-Professionals 

49 Miscellaneous Tradespersons 

59 Miscellaneous Clerks 

89 Miscellaneous Labourers and Related Workers 


There are three instances of Minor Group residual categories not given reserved codes as they cover 
elements not included in a number of particular minor groups rather than the major group as a whole. 
These minor groups are: 


25 Other Teachers and Instructors 
42 Other Metal Tradespersons 
65 Miscellaneous Salespersons 


Residual categories at the unit group level may be found in any minor group in the classification regardless 
of whether or not the particular minor group is itself a residual category. For example, the residual 
categories at unit group level in Major Group 1 are: 


1399 Other Specialist Managers 
1599 Other Managing Supervisors (Sales and Service) 


Similar remarks apply to the distribution of residual categories at the occupation level. Examples of 
residual categories at occupation level are: 


1101-99 Parliamentarians, Councillors and Government Representatives nec 
1317-99 Education Managers nec 
1399-99 Specialist Managers nec 


Reserved Codes for Supervisors and Trainees 


At the occupation level there are two additional sets of reserved codes - those for supervisors, and those 
for trainees. 


Supervisory codes have a zero in the first column following the hyphen. They range from Mmuu-01 to 
Mmuu-09.The term ‘supervisor’ also covers foremen/women, superintendents, and overseers who 
supervise other workers. The term is also used to cover workers who spend some of their time performing 
tasks similar to those of the workers they supervise. 


Trainee codes have a nine in the first column following the hyphen. They range from Mmuu-91 to Mmuu- 
97.The term ‘trainee’ covers employed persons undertaking a period of on-the-job training, whether or not 
in conjunction with formal study for a particular occupation. They may or may not be apprenticed or 
otherwise indentured. 
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SUPPLEMENTARY CODES 


Supplementary codes are used in statistical collections to process a number of different sets of responses. 
These include responses which are out of scope, responses which represent jobs which are less 
specialised in their tasks than the degree of specialisation defined at a particular level of the classification, 
and responses which do not contain sufficient information for accurate coding at the level of the structure 
adopted for a particular collection. Supplementary codes are of two types - those commencing with ‘9’ and 
those ending with one or more zeros. 


Supplementary Codes for Out of Scope Responses 


Codes commencing with ‘9’ are used to process responses which indicate that the respondent is not in the 
labour force according to the definition recommended by the International Labour Office. Examples of out 
of scope responses include ‘housewife’, ‘pensioner’ and ‘student’. These responses can all be allocated a 
code of 9999-99 or they may be represented by a range of more specific codes all commencing with ‘9’. 


Supplementary Codes for Less Specialised Occupations 


A set et) of supplementary codes is provided to ensure an adequate statistical representation of the 
different degrees of specialisation of labour which exist within the Australian labour force. Such differences 
occur in all segments of the labour force but are particularly common amongst relatively unskilled 
occupation groups such as clerks, salespersons, plant and machine operators, and labourers. As one 
divides the labour force into successively finer categories, the probability increases that any one category 
will represent a degree of specialisation of labour that is finer than that found in many jobs in the economy. 
The classification was designed so that the degree of specialisation of labour represented at the 
occupation level of the structure (1079 categories) corresponded as closely as possible to the average 
level of specialisation found in most jobs. 


The problem remains that some jobs will be more specialised than that represented at the occupation level 
of the classification. This problem is solved by recognizing specialisation titles within ASCO occupations. 
These could be regarded as an incompletely defined fifth level of the classification. For example, the 
ASCO occupation ‘4409-11 plumber’ has associated specialisation titles of ‘pipe fitter’, ‘pipe jointer’, ‘roof 
plumber’, and ‘sprinkler fitter’. Since these distinctions are below the six digit occupation level, they do not 
represent a problem in coding responses from censuses and surveys. 


However, other jobs are less specialised in their range of tasks than the task combinations which occur at 
even the unit group level of the classification (282 categories). Such jobs do constitute a problem in coding 
responses from censuses and surveys. It is solved by moving upwards in the structure. When a_ particular 
job has a title and/or a range of tasks which cover two or more occupations in the classification, it is coded 
to the next highest level of the structure which is sufficiently broad to include all of the relevant 
occupations. For example, the job described as ‘mechanic, spray painter and panel beater is not arbitrarily 
coded to one of the unit groups ‘4601 Vehicle mechanics’, ‘4603 Panel Beaters’ or ‘4605 Vehicle Painters’ 
but to the ASCO Minor Group ‘46 Vehicle Tradespersons’. 


Supplementary Codes for inadequately Described Responses 


A set of supplementary codes is provided to ensure an adequate statistical representation of poorly 
described jobs without resorting to the traditional methods of arbitrarily assigning vague responses to a 
particular positively defined unit group, or of coding vague responses (usually incorrectly) to a not 
elsewhere classified (nec) unit group or deeming such responses completely uncodable. The objective was 
to preserve as much of the relevant information in the response as possible without the necessity to invent 
missing information. The solution chosen was to code vague responses to a higher level of the structure - 
usually major or minor group level. In other words, no response is coded to a more detailed level of the 
structure than that justified by its information content. Hence, a response such as ‘clerk’ with no additional 
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information can be coded to the major group Clerks with some certainty but can not reasonably be coded 
to a more detailed category. 


However, vague descriptions of quite specific jobs are often indistinguishable from descriptions of more 
general jobs involving a wide range of tasks. The response ‘vehicle tradesman’ could be interpreted as any 
one of ‘mechanic’ or ‘panel beater’ or ‘painter’ or ‘trimmer’ or as any combination. Hence, this response 
would be represented by the same minor group level code as the example given above. 


The method of representing general occupations and the method of representing vaguely described 
occupations are, of necessity, formally equivalent and this creates some potential ambiguity in the 
interpretation of such higher level codes. This problem can be minimised by collecting better quality data. It 
is recommended that the traditional occupation title question be supplemented by the addition of a 
question asking for the main tasks involved in the job. In a perfect world, the only responses coded to a 
higher level in the structure would be those which specified a less specialised combination of tasks than 
was defined at the coding level for the particular collection. 


To facilitate the processing of both of these classes of response, provision was made for the creation of a 
set of major, minor or unit group level ‘dump’ codes (when necessary) by replacing the last two digits of the 
six digit occupation code with ‘00’ to create a unit group level ‘dump’ code; the last four digits of the six digit 
occupation code with ‘00-00’ to create a minor group level ‘dump’ code; and by replacing the last five digits 
of the six digit occupation code with ‘000-00’ to create a major group level ‘dump’ code. Hence, the 
potential number of valid ASCO codes is 334 (= 282 unit group codes + 52 minor group dump codes - 8 
minor groups with only one unit group + 8 major group dump codes). 


Thus, for example, responses which are codable only at the major or minor group levels can be processed 
within a collection coded at the unit group level. At the unit group level, the potential number of valid ASCO 
codes is 334 (= 282 unit group codes + 52 minor group dump codes - 8 minor groups with only one unit 
group + 8 major group dump codes). 


The following table details the use of these codes for relevant levels of the structure.

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NAMING CONVENTIONS 


1; 


Titles at all levels are designed to illustrate the mutually exclusive nature of the groups and 
occupations. For this reason most titles are unique to one group or occupation. However, there are 
some groups which contain only one subset, and therefore possess exactly the same title as that 
subset. 


All substantive terms in ASCO titles appear as nouns rather than adjectives. 

At major, minor and unit group levels titles are in plural form, but occupation titles, including 
alternative and specialisation titles, are in singular form except for occupation titles ending in nec 
(residual categories) which are in plural form. 


ASCO uses three terms to indicate residual categories: ‘miscellaneous’ at the minor group level, 
‘other’ at the unit group level, and ‘nec’ (for ‘not elsewhere classified’) at the occupation level. 


Residual categories always occur at the end of lists and their codes end in ‘9’ as described above in 
the section, Reserved Codes. 


Gender-neutral terms have been used in all titles, with the exception of some titles used by the 
Defence Forces. 


Some commonly-used terms have restricted meanings in ASCO. These are defined above in 
Summary of ASCO Criteria, and in specific group definitions.

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FORMAT OF THE OCCUPATION DEFINITIONS 


ASCO has three types of occupation titles: 


Principal Titles are the official titles used to designate occupations in ASCO. They are 
accompanied by the occupation level code. 


Alternative Titles are commonly used titles for jobs requiring the performance of the same range 
of tasks listed in the definition of the corresponding Principal Title. 





Specialisation Titles are commonly used titles for jobs requiring the performance of a subset of 
the range of tasks listed in the definition of the corresponding Principal Title. Hence they constitute 
a subset of jobs belonging to the occupation designated by the Principal Title. 


The Occupation Definitions are presented in the following format: 


OCCUPATION CODE, PRINCIPAL TITLE (upper case) and any alternative titles (upper and lower 
case). 


LEAD STATEMENT: This specifies the boundaries of the occupation in terms of broadly stated 
tasks. 


SKILL LEVEL: This specifies the entry requirements for the occupation, expressed in terms of 
formal education, previous experience and on-the-job training. Special requirements, such as 
licensing, are also indicated under this heading. 


TASKS Include: This list specifies the primary tasks performed in the occupation. 
SPECIALISATIONS: This list specifies any specialisation titles included in the occupation. 


RELATED OCCUPATIONS: This list specifies any related occupations contained in other unit 
groups. 


GENERIC TITLES AND THEIR DEFINITIONS 


Generic titles are used in ASCO to define a set of tasks common to a large number of occupations; eg, 
Manager, Sales Assistant. They are referenced in occupation definitions to avoid repetition. 


The generic titles defined in ASCO are listed below:

These titles are defined on the following pages in terms of a set of common tasks. 
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MANAGER 


Administers the activities of an organisation or of a specialist 
function within an organisation. 


COMMON TASKS 

e Establishes administrative and operational procedures, 
taking account of the organisation's operating 
environment. 

e Devises management policy and approach. 


e Prepares budgets, production and other management 
plans. 


e Directs the implementation of plans, policies and 
procedures, and sets performance targets. 


e Establishes lines of control and delegates responsibilities 
to subordinate staff. 


e Controls the selection and training of staff. 


e Represents the organisation in dealings with other 
organisations. 


e Controls the collection and interpretation of management 
information to monitor rformance, controls the 
preparation of reports and authorises the release of 
information. 

e Co-ordinates industrial and public relations activities. 


e Controls the use of, and accounts for, the assets and 
facilities of the organisation. 


e Makes policy decisions, and accepts responsibility for 


operations, performance of staff, achievement of targets 
and adherence to budgets, standards and procedures. 


FARMER 


Plans and controls the operations of a farm, pastoral station or 
other agricultural holding. 


COMMON TASKS 
e Monitors agricultural markets and methods. 
e Plans agricultural production activities. 
e Directs and controls farming activities such as livestock 
breeding, pasture improvement, cropping, _ fertilising, 
planting, pruning and pest control. 


e Purchases farm equipment, and supplies such as 
fertilisers and insecticides. 


e Selects and purchases seeds or livestock, taking account 
of environment and markets. 


e Repairs buildings, sheds, fences and farm equipment. 


e Maintains and evaluates records of farm production, sales, 
expenditure and other data. 


e Maintains water storage facilities such as dams, tanks, 
bores and pumps to supply households and livestock, and 
to irrigate crops. 

e Harvests produce. 

e Arranges for marketing and transportation of products. 


e Selects, trains and supervises farm workers. 
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e Operates farm machinery to plough and fertilise soils, and 
irrigate, plant, cultivate and harvest crops. 


MANAGING SUPERVISOR 


Plans and controls the operations of a small or medium sized 
business. 


COMMON TASKS 


e Supervises and co-ordinates the activities of subordinate 
workers. 


e Estimates consumer demands and decides on the types 
and quantities of merchandise to be purchased, or the 
services to be provided. 


e Dees and implements operating procedures and credit 
policy. 


e Plans budgets, supervises the preparation of purchase 
orders for stock and supplies, and authorises expenditure. 


e Interviews job applicants, hires staff and supervises 
training. 


e Determines staff functions and numbers and assigns 
tasks. 


e Sets salary levels and approves personnel changes such 
as promotions and discharges. 


e Confers with staff or their representatives, to resolve 
grievances and other problems. 


e Determines prices and provides quotes. 


e Promotes the business through personal contact, 
advertising and displays. 


e Maintains and analyses records to assess trends and 
profitability. 


e Prepares estimates, financial statements and reports of 
operations. 


e Supervises the handling and depositing of money and 
credit vouchers, and the payment of accounts. 


e Conducts regular checking and reordering of stock and 
supplies. 


e Observes compliance with safety, health and security 
regulations. 


e Receives and resolves customers’ complaints. 


ENGINEER 


Applies engineering principles to the planning, construction 
and operation of public works, structures, machines and 
equipment. 


COMMON TASKS 
e Determines objectives and requirements. 


e Collects and analyses data on proposed design projects 
and determines development requirements. 
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e Consults with research, operation and maintenance 
workers, and with customer and client representatives, to 
resolve design problems and to consider questions of 
aesthetics, operation, maintenance, environment and 
safety. 


e Assesses project feasibility taking account of technical, 
economic and policy factors. 


e Co-ordinates design and research work with 
manufacturing and production functions. 


e Prepares designs and specifications, cost estimates and 
implementation schedules. 


e Supervises the preparation of working drawings. 


e Plans and designs production sequences and methods, 
and prepares production master plans. 


« Prepares and evaluates tenders, estimates and contracts. 
e Revises and implements cost control systems. 


e Selects and develops manufacturing processes using new 
or existing machinery and equipment. 


e Evaluates the performance of machines and equipment, 
and determines replacement and modification needs. 


e Compiles and authorises operational and maintenance 
data. 


e Establishes and enforces quality control standards. 
e Writes, evaluates and interprets reports. 


e Supervises and co-ordinates the work of associates, 
technicians and other workers. 


ASSOCIATE 


Provides complex technical support in medicine, science and 
engineering, working in association with scientists, engineers 
or medical professionals. 


COMMON TASKS 

e Participates in research, design, development, testing, 
process control and maintenance activities to develop 
research methods and equipment, products, processes 
and systems, and industrial machinery and equipment. 

e Collects information from reference publications. 


e Prepares design drawings and develops design 
specifications. 


e Supervises the construction of equipment. 


« Sets up scientific equipment and calibrates precision 
instruments. 


e Conducts complex experiments, tests and analyses 
requiring a high degree of skill and judgement. 


e Modifies, and diagnoses and corrects faults in, procedures 
and equipment. 


e Records and interprets data. 


e Assists in preparing technical reports and material for 
publication. 


e May work independently, or supervise, plan and schedule 
work for technicians and other workers. 
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GENERAL NOTE 


The occupation title ‘associate’ covers the job titles technical 
officer, drafting officer and design draftsperson. 


In some industries, associates may be referred to as 
‘technicians’ the term being applied to all of the middle level 
technical occupations, including those that require associate 
level qualifications. 


TECHNICIAN 


Provides less complex technical support to medicine, 
engineering and science professionals. 


COMMON TASKS 

» Interprets work assignment instructions, selects and 
adapts standard procedures, techniques and equipment, 
and establishes work sequences. 

e Collects, prepares, marks, measures and weighs test 
materials or samples using standard techniques and 
equipment. 

e Sets up laboratory and other scientific equipment. 

» Operates and manipulates complex systems, equipment 
and processes, and applies standard maintenance and 
diagnostic techniques to them. 


e Prepares detailed drawings for production, installation and 
construction. 


e Conducts routine experiments, tests, analyses and other 
technical procedures. 


e Makes standard calculations and records and organises 
observations and conclusions. 


e Prepares charts, graphs and other data for reports. 


e Works in areas of testing, analysis, quality control, process 
operation or maintenance. 


e May supervise other workers. 


GENERAL NOTE 


Technicians may be termed technical assistants, drafting 


assistants or detail gente sal gd In some industries, the term 
‘technician’ may be applied to all middle level occupations 
including those which require associate level qualifications. 


SUPERVISOR 


Foreman/woman 


Co-ordinates the activities of workers in an organisational unit, 
according to management policies. 


COMMON TASKS 


e Interprets work orders, specifications or technical 
drawings. 


e Establishes methods to meet work schedules. 


e Determines labour requirements and assigns tasks to 
workers. 
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« Estimates and requisitions materials and supplies needed 
for completion of work. 


e Inspects materials and processed products to ensure that 
the quality meets prescribed standards. 


e Confers with other Supervisors and Managers to co- 
ordinate activities with other organisational units. 


e Maintains attendance records, rosters staff and arranges 
for relief or replacement workers. 


° | oo and implements plans to improve work methods 
and motivate workers. 


e Retrains workers in new procedures and technology. 


e Recommends personnel actions such as promotions, 
transfers, discharges and disciplinary measures. 


e Confers with workers or their representatives to resolve 
complaints and grievances. 


e Explains and enforces safety regulations. 

e Recommends measures to improve equipment 
performance, product or service quality, and working 
conditions. 


e Prepares and submits production, progress or other 
reports. 


e Arranges repairs to machines and equipment. 


e Interviews job applicants and engages workers, arranges 
training and explains organisational policies. 


APPRENTICE 


Performs routine tasks and studies to learn the skills of a 
trade, under a contractual training agreement for a specified 
period of up to four years. 


COMMON TASKS 


e Under the guidance of a tradesperson, performs tasks of 
increasing complexity over the term of the apprenticeship. 


e May attend classes during working hours at a TAFE 
college or other educational institution to learn the theory 
of the trade. 


e May attend periods of structured off-the-job training 
provided by employers in a formal training centre. 


SALES REPRESENTATIVE 


Solicits orders for and sells products or services to wholesale, 
retail, industrial, professional or other establishments. 


COMMON TASKS 


e Assesses the characteristics of merchandise and becomes 
familiar with products or services to be sold. 


e Compiles lists of prospective customers using information 
from newspapers, business directories and other sources. 


e Travels and visits regular and prospective customers to 
solicit orders or discuss sales. 
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e Explains products or services to customers, and displays 
or demonstrates products. 


e Advises on possible modifications which would make 
products or services more acceptable to customers. 


e Quotes prices and credit terms, records orders and 
arranges delivery and installation of products and services. 


» Advises on the use and maintenance of products. 
e Prepares sales contracts for orders obtained. 


e Estimates delivery dates based on knowledge of 
production and delivery schedules. 


e Prepares reports of business transactions and keeps 
account of expenses. 


SALES ASSISTANT 


Sells merchandise and provides services to customers in a 
retail or wholesale establishment. 


COMMON TASKS 
e Displays merchandise for sale. 
e Determines customers’ requirements. 
e Shows merchandise to customers. 


e Estimates or quotes prices, credit terms, trade-in 
allowances, warranties and delivery dates. 


e Prepares sales dockets, invoices or contracts, and 
operates cash registers. 


e Receives payments and gives change, or obtains credit 
authorisations. 


» Wraps and packages or stores merchandise for 
customers. 


e Arranges lay-by sales. 


e Advises customers on the use, care and maintenance of 
merchandise. 


e Answers queries about products. 
e Checks stock. 


e Cleans counters and displays, and replaces stock.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Keyword Index of Structure Titles lists all occupation titles used in the Occupation Definitions under 
keywords. This Index is intended to help users of the classification to find occupation definitions using 
significant words from occupation titles. 


As such it should be used only as an index to this publication. It is not suitable for use as the principal 
means of assigning ASCO codes to data obtained from statistical collections, personnel management 
records or job vacancy notices. 


The keywords are all of the words (except articles, conjunctions and prepositions) which occur in the 
principal, alternative and specialisation titles used in the ASCO structure. Keywords are arranged in 
alphabetical order. Each keyword is followed by a list of all the titles in which it occurs, with the appropriate 
ASCO occupation (6-digit) code for each title. 


Titles containing more than one keyword appear more than once in the Index. Thus, the Specialisation 
Title ‘Clerk of High Court’ appears under ‘Clerk’, ‘High’ and ‘Court’ (but not under ‘of’). 


Principal Titles are the official titles used to designate the 1079 occupations in ASCO. They have been 
designed primarily as labels for particular categories in the structure of ASCO. 


Alternative Titles are commonly used titles for jobs requiring the performance of the same range of tasks 
listed in the definition of the corresponding Principal Title. Specialisation Titles are commonly used titles 
requiring the performance of a subset of tasks listed in the definition of the corresponding Principal Title. 
Hence they constitute a subset of jobs belonging to the occupation designated by the Principal Title. 


The words in Principal Titles are typically used in a more restricted sense than they are in everyday usage. 
To assign ASCO codes accurately to natural language occupation descriptions (such as those found in 
survey responses or personnel records), the products developed by the ABS specifically for this purpose 
should be used. These are the ASCO EXPERT Coding System (Cat Nos. 1224.0 and 1226.0) or the 
ASCO Manual Coding System (Cat Nos. 1225.0 and 1227.0). When the standard coding procedures 
defined in these publications fail to yield a code for a particular job, it is then appropriate for trained and 
experienced staff to use the Keyword Index of Structure Titles as one step in finding the appropriate ASCO 
code. Details of this and other strategies for assigning ASCO codes to such cases are provided in the 
Query Resolution Guides in these publications.
